Now first of all, my brethren of llio Chiirrh of England, ths 
g^reater part of yon is Tery autLious to have it known that you 
are what you rail " Church people," and if liy bcin^ thus 
ansious to declare that you were members of that branch of 
Christ's Churcli <?slablishi.'d in Iheso kingdoms, yoit desired lo 
give God thanks and glory for having caused you to be bom 
her members, [ should praise this anxiety of yours very 
highly; but when I see that yon only set a value ujjon the mere 
name of " Church people," whilst you have neither head nor 
heart knowledge of Ihe purity and holiness of life required of 
you by the Church you are so proud of, I feel deeply grievad 
iloT yuu, and for the honour of the Church I love. 






admit, I should hope, that the first duty of those 
'•vlio call themselvea Churcli People, is, to he found in ihe 
CkvTch whenever there U Divine Service, tmd lo join in Ihe 
prayers aiid praises of that Church when Ihetf are there : bat 
fur from this duty being fulfilled by many of you who are 
loud in your boasting that you belong to the Church, Iha 
bell of your parish Church summons you in vain to its worship, 
except when it exactly suits your convenience ; upon which 
file ignorant portion of your dissenting brethren immediately 
'judge your wicked neglect of your duty, not only upon you, 
but upon the Church to which you belong. Now though this 
fs an ignorant judgment, yet is it a very natural one for a poor 
untutored mind to como to ; beware then, I pray you, how yow 
draw down the contempt of even the most ignorant upon your- 
(Wlvea and your Church. BdI brethren, this is but a small 
latter compared with the consequence of this neglect to yotir 
poortouls. 



Your Church says m licr I6th Artiilu [wliidi you wiU lind 
at ihecDtlofyourPrayer-Books) that " ibeyare to be had ac- 
cursed that presume to say that every mau shall be saved by 
the law or sect which h« pruleaseth." " For Holy Scripture 
doth set out uiito us only the tiamo uf Jesus Christ whereby mau 
must be Kived." Aud again, in her 12th Article she says, 
speaking of Good Works, " That by them o lively fiiith may 
be as evidently known as a tree is discerned by the fruit ;" so 
that you see your own Church, of ^hich you talk so fondly, 
but whose ordinances you attend so seldom, tells you in plain 
terms that you in reality do not belong lo her so long as you 
put your trust in a name, and neglect faith and good works, 
of which the attendance upun the bouse of God is one which is 
ree|uired of every professing buliever in Christ, whose custom 
it was " to attend every Sabbath in the Synagogue." I am 
quite sure that a moment's serious reflection and the exercise 
of a very moderate portion of common sense, must convince 
you of the absurdity of priding yourselves upon belonging to 
a Church whose public means of grace you never or seldom 
attend upon. But as to the sinfulness of such neglect, God 
only can convince you, — 1 can only warn you that you are 
acting in the very face of the oitample Christ hath left you, 
&nd of the constant invitation of your Church lo pray for 
Grace to believe and practice the things which make for your 
everlasting peace. It is a very easy matter to point ont the 
reasons of your neglect of Public Worship, and 1 will lav them 
all before you as shortly as I can. 

You do not feel that you are what your Church, taking 
i^cripturs for itt foundation, declares you to ba, " niiseraU 
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' therefore you have no d.sire to "given 
ble and htarly tlianhs," as your Cburch wiahes you tti'iOf 
" for the redetuptioii of the world by our Lord Jesud Christ :*' 
nor to pray tfaal " God would give yon such a due sense of all 
*' hifi mercii<8, that yon may show forth his praise iiol only 
" wilh your lips, but your lives, by giving up yourselve* t» 
" His service, and by walking l«fore Him iu tioliueas and 
" righteousness all your days." Again, you do not see, n« your 
Church docs, that " williout God you are not able to ploose 
Him ;" so that you du not desire to ask God in the language at 
your Church lo " grant you His Huly Spirit, tfiulyon may bam 
" a right judgniE'iit in all things, and evermore rPjoifo In His 
" Holy Comfort." Once more, having no kliowlc<lge of your 
ainful state— of the value of Christ's death and merits— of Hnt 
necessity that is laid npun all who name the nainn of Cfarlet, 
i tadepartjrom iniquity — norof theinftiteure of tlw HolyGbo«t^ 
■ jDu must, of course, be ignorant of thoBe"Huly Scriptures wh!rh 
fwerewri<tcn for your learning ;" and tlichefore you rananl 
* desire to attend at Church to pray with your Ministw " tHal 
^u may mark, leant, ond inwardly digest tbeni" when they 
ue read &om the reading desk, or eipouudt<d front (be Pulpil, 

Here then is the truth in a frw words. And now brelhivn, 
in the name of God I be.seerh ycu to weigh well the folly and 
wickedness of your preeeul useless prufes^on, that yuu xn 
members of ths Church established in titis kingdom ; nay 
more, of the folly and wicke<biess of your prolbssion of 
Christianity while you are thus ignorant and sinful. Ves, my 
friends, 1 I'&U upon you in God's name, to lake this inlu yuur 
CoiuiderAlion ; and since yon are »ci atlacheil to the Chnrch

I would now, as i proposed in llie opening of this Lettn,

' not address those persona who dissent with a view to the over- 

throw of the Elatabliyhment i sui^h I leave to their own re- 
flections upon the wickedness of creating divisions iu the 
Body of Clirist in order to rai^e themselves upon the nuus 
of a pure and apostolic Church. The Church of England, my 
friend^ claims yniir attendance upon her ordinances, not be- 

■ cause she is the Cliurch of England, but because her ducfriucs 
ue those of the earliest and best ages of the Christian Reh'~ 
gion, namely, "That ni;'n ia very far gone from original 
' righteousness ;"(1) that "The condition of man after the 

" fall of Adam, is such, that he cannot turn and prepare him.

But further, the Church claims yonr silendance upon her 
ordinances, because her SacrBments are those and those only 
whici) the Scripture commands to be observeil — Baptism and 
the Supper of uur Lord, And yet again does she claim your 
obedience, in that her ministers are ordained in the 
directly established by the Apostles, namely, by the laying oti | 
of the hands of the Bishop ; and because she does not allo'tr j 
any one to officiate in her services, but sucli as have been 1 
ordained according to this apostolic rule. Now my dear , 
friends, to prove that every man who chooses, has not a right | 
to take upon himself the holy office of Minister of the Gospel, 
we find that our Lord himself chose seventy persons besides 
the Apostles, to be particularly set apart for the ministry of 
the Word. And as to the government of the Church in Si, 
Paul's time, we find that it was then governed by Bishops ; 
for Timothy and Titus, to whom that Aposlle wrote three of 
his Epistles, were both Bishops. And we further find, that ' 
to Timothy he says — " Lay hands suddenly upon no man, 
(i, Tim. V, 22.) meaning of course that he was not to ordain J 
any one suddenly to the holy office of the ministry, and clearly ,1

Christian relLgioUjCaajrou give any sufficient reason furdesarl- 
ii>^ her ordinances, for tuniing your back upon her services 
:to fuUuw other modes of worship, which agree better wiA 
what you, in oppoiilioa to the Apo^ks tout the witetl ami 
betl men m aU ages of the Vkitrch, consider lo be tbo beet 
■uuuM'T of worihipping God } If you cannot, lot eae nnitMl 
yuu that you are the people of wlioni St, Paul says — " Mark 
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iTOiat make dirisions among yon, and avoiJ tliem." I' 
would apeak in all Christian love tu you, my poor brethren, 
but 1 muijt toll ynn, that if the Church be what I have here 
said she is, (and that she is bo her bitterest enemies cannot 
tleny if thpy speak the trutb,) in separating yourselves from' 
her communion, you are guilty, however ignorantty, of tlio 
sin of dividing the body of Christ, whii:b ia the Church. 

Tho Scriptnrea, I beg to tell you, when they speak of tho' 
Church, do not mean [as people would make you believe they 
do) all bodies of Christians who, thouj^h believing in Christ, 
took dilferent views with respect to tho Sacraments and go- 
vernment of the Churcli ; but by the Church they mean those, 
and those only who held that there was " one faith and one 
" baptism," and who aubniitled themselves to those Ministers J 
who were set over thoni by the Lord through His Apostles, ]

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Unlearned as you are, my brethren, in the history of the 
early Church, I should be writing (o no purpose were 1 to 
point out to you, the evil coosequeuces which followed the 
early display of the spirit of dissent from apostolic doctrine 
and govemraeut ; but to bring the matter nearer our own 
times, may, under the blessing of God, be of service in bring'' 
ingbacksomeof yon at least to the pure and s^ostolic Church 
of the Country in which it is your happiness to be borji.

Wesleyan Methodists is many of their Chapels, use the Ser- 
e of tho Church of t!ng;laml, or at least fi great part of it ;

Now what satisfactory reason can they 
ir such inconsistcary, and fur such an unwarrantable 
I 'wparation from a pure and apostolic Church ? Surely, brelh- 
aiy tlie least of it, a far wiser thing to follow 
I'the law of imily laid down by the Apostles, than to be the 
blind followers of John Wesley, who actually thought tbat^

K' 'nbie tKonifeslalions of God's Spirit upon tliem ,'.' 

The Independents separate from the Church l)ccause dtey 
[•object to the goTernment of the Church of England, and bold 
that every Christian congregation should be governed by its 
own laws ; a notion which is and must ever be productive of 
the most fatal effects tu true religion, by begetting a constattt 
spirit of strife.

Another bad effect of Dissent is, that the disaenltng , 
ministers ari: too often snbjeet to bo dismissed at the will of 
their congregations, so that it is impossible they con " re- 
buke with all authority," — nest to iuipoasiblo that •' the 
Gospel can have free course" where such liberty is allowed 
to cougrcgalions ; and loo probablo that aiiiiistei 
slanced, are tempted to be " men pleasere," 

Brethren, the age which we live in is called a liberal age ! 
an age in which men consider they hare a. right to do in 
all things as they like, and think as fliey like upon all sub- 
jects, not excepting the moat important of all subjects — 
Religion; but I beseech you to consider how you perBevero 
in a doctrine so at variance with the Scriptures of God, 



Now my friends, let me ask how can " the unity of ttw 
Sjiirit in the bond of jjeace," be in any way preserred, when 
" every mandoeth that which is right in liis own eyes," with 
respect to matters of religion. Think ye that " Ho who is 
not the authorof confusion, but of peace," can view this spirit 
of carnal division, without anger ? Oly friends, little as you 
niay think it, there is much of pride in these divisions among 
Christians; mucbofenvy; much of jealousy ; andaurelyyou 
must know that these things agree not with the Gospel, In 
many instances persons separate from our apostolic Church 
because they would ralher be teachers than hearers ; but what 
is this spirit, but one of si'lf-coiiceit, (jiiile unwarrautabie

fiires be our guide upon other points, they are upon this also 
as to what is and what is not a Church ; anJ, as I have before 
said, they speak of no Cliurch as a true Church but llmt 
which both in doctrine and in goTernment was the very 
game as tlie one you desert. Again, some of you use dui 
argument for your separation from tlie Established Charc}i, 
that some of the Church Ministers are men of immoral cha- 
racter, ignorant of the Gospel truth, or careless in the per- 
formance of their important duties. But iu answer to this, 
[while I sorrow with the deepest sorrow that any minister of 
the Church I love should be a stumbling block in the way of 
any weak Christian) 1 must beg you to recollect that our 
Blessed Lord, ttiough he knew that many of the Jewisli Priests 
were unholy men, did nevertheless make it his '" custom" to 
attend every Sabbath at the Synagogue. Some of you may 

• perhaps have heard this argument used in favour of dissent 
from the Church, that the Church of England people are only 
dissenters from the Church of Rome ; — To this I beg lo give 
\ for answer that the Church of Rome, and not the Church of 

England, is the dissenter : she fur many ages has corrupted 

■ the purity of the primitive Church, and we of the Church of 

^^^ England have cast off her corruptions, and returned to the 
^^H good old doctrines and forms of worship. 



Finally, brethren, if love be the mark by which all men 
must know that we are the disciples of Christ, it is impossifote 
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bul that <lts:deiiliuiiH und divisions among Christians, iiiiut 
r away that dislin^ishine mark ; and ilaily i-xperieiiro 
t^actips that ihey do. Be ye ihorcforc persuaded tu iiubTnil 
yourselves to the authority of u Church, whirli in doctrini.- tmd 
in goveroment strictly agrees with the Scriplunw. Ue no 
more wise in your own conceits, but be content with ihf 
Church, wliich no loss than tlii' Apostles Ihemvkes, hav* 
provided for you. 

If, when you havi; attended the services of the Church of 
Eng;land, you have derived no spiritual good, remember the 
fault was not in the Word of God and in the Prayers, but 
yourselves ; for had you heard the word with ineeknew, and 
prayed with the heart and undiTStanding, you may be assured 
that you would have brought forth the fruits of the Spirit, 

Brethren, to divide (he Church, which is Christ's body, in 
sinful, — it is rebellion against Divine authority. Weigh tbeOa 
I beseech you, the consequences of continuing in this sin 
■ after having been warned against it ; — give your attention to 
I those forms of prayer used in the Church, of which even a 
leurneil dissenter* declared that they were second only to (he 
Holy Scriptures ; — give them your earnest attention then, and 
j»ray to God that you may discern whether they are or are
